No index can be rigidly ap- 


plied, year after year. 


During the first four months of this year carloads of revenue 


freight were considerably smaller than in the same period of 1927. 
Does this mean less business activity? 
Not necessarily so. 
The 


decline in carloadings has been largely due to coke and coal. Coal 
shipments have been low, and especially so in contrast with last 
year, when coal shipments were relatively large in anticipation of 
the strike on April i. Ore shipments and those of forest products 
'have fallen slightly, but shipments of grain and livestock are .great- 
er. 
Naturally, the coal roads have lost revenue, but the granger 


roads report a gain. 


It does not follow from: the lower shipments of coal that 


there is less manufacture and power consumption. 
It may mean 


a shift from one kind of fuel and power to another. 
If consump- 


tion of all power were~reduced, it would reflect a reduction in 
business activity. 
But this is not necessarily to be inferred from 


decline in coal shipments over rails, nor from such declines in 
other tonnage as have been demonstrated.

WHERE IS THE LEAGUE? 


T 


HE Democratic party is not pursued this year by the ghost of 


the League of Nations. 
Little was heard at the Houston con- 


vention of this once burning issue and reference to it is wholly 
lacking in Democratic propaganda. 
Prohibition, farm relief and 


the tariff haye been on many tongues, but talk of assuming a place 
at the council table of Geneva has been strangely lacking. What 
the Democrats classed the paramount issue of the campaign of 
1920 and the major principle in the election of 1924 appears to 
have faded out of the picture. 


How completely the League of Nations has been shoved into 


the background may be judged by the fact that not even Newton 
D. Baker now carries the banner of internationalism into the con- 
flict. 
The former secretary of war accepts the verdict of more 


practical politicians that there is no need to exhume an issue which 
has been twice buried by the votes of millions of Americans. 


Abandonment of the league issues rids the Democratic party 


of a handicap which it has long shouldered disastrously to itself. It 
was demonstrated even before 1920 that the United States would 
have none of it. The overwhelming defeat of the nominee who 
sought to capitalize the Wilsonian doctrine eight years ago ought 
to have been sufficient evidence of its rejection.

Coal 


shipm ents have been low, and especially so in contrast with last 


year, when coal shipm ents were relatively large in anticipation o f 


the strike on April 1. 
Ore shipments and those of forest products 


h a v e fallen slightly, but shipm ents of grain and livestock are great­ 


er. 
Naturally, the coal roads have lost revenue, but the granger 


roads report a gain. 
It does not fo llo w from the lower shipm ents of coal that 


there is less manufacture and pow er consum ption. 
It m a y m ean 
a shift from one kind of fuel and power to another. 
If c o n s u m p ­ 
tion of all pow er were reduced, it would reflect a reduction in

Oats or buckwheat, or even mille:;. 
may be used to a good advantage. An 
application of an add phosphate will 
be an investment that will bring good 
returns. It can be broadcast or drill- 
ed in.

partment." Furthermore they pointed 
rut that M. Arlstide Briand thinks his 
department—the foreign office— is 
the real peace department.
